Post office shift approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House- 
Senate conference com m ittee has 
approved a compromise bill that 
would remove the Post office from 
the control of Congress and make it 
an independent agency. The first 
m ajor action of 
the new 
postal 
managers would likely be a rate 
increase. 
The bill, to be formally approved 
by the com m ittee this afternoon, 
must also be approved by the House 
and 
the 
Senate 
and 
then 
by 
P r e s i d e n t 
N i x o n . 
T h e 
administration 
is 
expected 
to 
endorse the bill. 
The reform m easure includes an 8 
per cent pay increase for postal 
workers, retroactive to April 18. It 
would allow workers to reach the 


top pay scale in eight years instead 
of the present 21 years. 
It would make the Post Office an 
independent 
government 
agency 
called the U.S. Postal Service, to be 
operated by an 11-member board of 
g o v e r n o r s . 
\ 
f i v e - m e m b e r 
commission would set rates, subject 
to a unanimous veto by the gover­ 
nors. but Congress would have no 
further say in the operations of the 
department. 
The President would appoint the 
board of governors and the rate 
commission, but only the governors 
would 
be 
su bject 
to 
Senate 
confirm ation. 
The 
p o stm aster 
general, who would no longer be a 
Cabinet 
m em ber, 
would 
be paid 
$60,000 a year, while the governors 


and rate com m issioners would get 
$28,000 a year for the first two years 
then a decrease to $19.000 a year. 
Included in the compromise were 
two 
provisions directly 
affecting 
postal 
p atron s 
who 
re c e iv e 
unwanted, unsolicited mail: 
— unsolicited merchandise could 
be regarded as a gift and be retained 
by a citizen without further action. 
A citizen could put his name on a 
postm aster's list as not wanting 
objectionable 
mail 
sent 
to 
him 
without his rem uât 
Present law 
provides a citizen can get on the 
“ non-mailing" 
list only after he 
receives objectionable material. 
Postal Unions were guaranteed 
for the first time the 
rights of 
c o l l e c t i v e 
b a r g a i n i n g 
and 


compulsory arbitration, but were 
denied the right to bargain for a 
union shop. 
The 
new 
system 
must 
be 
in 
operation within a year after the bill 
is enacted into law, and conferees 
said the first action expected by the 
new agency would be a rate boost 
that could com e as early as next 
spring. With that in mind, they set a 
limit of 33 and 1-3 per cent on any 
initial rate boost, which would mean 
the six-cent letter stamp could go to 
eight 
cents. 
The measure would 
authorize about $800 million a year 
for 10 years as an aid to the new 
agency, then the figure would drop 
to 5 per cent over five years, then 
end as the department reaches its

Besides being a classic profile ot

heady slice ot history. Anoulih puts

Things 
happen. Everything fits. 
In the opinion ot this reporter 
there was a perceptible sag about 
three quarters ot the way through 
the long presentation, but each of 
the parts had its place.

Hazards involved 
In Going Barefoot 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Going barefoot is a thrill 
for 
most 
youngsters 
but 
thousands of them have suf­ 
fered severe burns on their 
feet by stepping on coals 
dumped from an outdoor bar­ 
becue grill. They can even 
get a painful burn by step­ 
ping on the hot pavement at 
noon on a sunny summer 
day. 
Broken 
glass, 
sharp 
stones 
or 
cinders, 
tacks, 
nails and jagged tin are lav­ 
ishly and thoughtlessly dis­ 
tributed in our environment. 
For these reasons, your tod­ 
dler should not go barefoot 
unless you can watch him 
every minute, and your older 
child should not go barefoot 
unless he thoroughly under­ 
stands the hazards involved. 


Q—Our son, 4, has had a 
fever for two years. Most of 
the tune it is 100.6 by rectum. 
A thorough checkup in the 
hospital was negative except 
for a staphylococcal infec­ 
tion as revealed by a stool 
culture. He has been treated 
once a week for this but still 
has the fever. What do you 
advise? 
A—-A temperature of 100.6 
rectally 
<99.6 
by 
mouth) 
isn’t much of a fever and, 
in a child who appears to be 
healthy, it may be entirely 
normal. The finding of sta­ 
phylococci in the stool may 
well be an unrelated finding. 
It should be easily elimina­ 


ted by two weeks of appro­ 
priate treatment. 
When you check your son’s 
temperature, you should do 
so only after he has been 
quiet for 30 minutes. Normal 
activity often raises a child’s 
oral temperature to 100 or 
more. 


Q—Our son, 9, has had 
many ear infections since 
birth. When he was 3 we 
noticed a loss of hearing. Is 
it possible for him to out­ 
grow this tendency to ear 
infections? 
A—He will not outgrow his 
infections but, if drainage of 
the infected ear is combined 
with vigorous treatment with 
antibiotics, a cure should be 
possible. After that, he will 
have to avoid swimming and 
poking anything in his ear to 
clean the capal. Whenever 
he gets a cold, he will have 
to have prompt treatment to 
keep the eustachian tubes 
open. He will be better off to 
give up all ideas of traveling 
by air. If his hearing does 
not improve, he should wear 
a hearing aid.

Blood for Sale: How Much Is Good?

N EW YO RK—(N EA )—The C o m m u n i t y Blood and 
Plasma Service is located on lower Broadway in Man­ 
hattan and several other urban streets in the nation. It’s 
where people who have run out of everything else go to 
sell their blood. Six dollars a pint. 


Seven dollars for the second visit. And $10 if you’ve got 
RH negative. 


I walked in the other day. I said I wanted to give. Or 
sell. A nurse jabbed my finger with a pin, took a small 
sample and told me to sit over there. 


There are approximately eight million pints of blood 
used each year in medical surgery around the nation. A 
startling percentage of it is bad. According to the National 
Institutes of Health, one of every 200 recipients of single 
blood transfusions (or about 5,000 a year) contract hepati­ 
tis. an ugly virus which attacks the liver and can torment 
victims for a lifetime. 


Since there is no way of detecting the hepatitis virus, it 
can be carried in blood from any sources—voluntary dona­ 
tion or commercial sale. Yet because commercial sales 
are so often negotiated by needy derelicts, alcoholics and 
even dope addicts—all ohwhorrTare especially susceptible 
to the bug—there is a continuing demand that commercial 
outlets be closed for the public good. 
So, with this knowledge as the reason, I sat where the 
nurse told me. looked around the blood bank walls (pinned 
up were a Code of Ethics and an admonition to givers to 
“ Tell the Truth” ) and waited while a kid with a guitar, a 
giri who had no identification and a nervous man with a 
briefcase were handled first. 


Then my turn. 


“ Name, please?” the nurse asked, as she filled out a 
double set of information cards, looking up only to assure 
me. at my prodding, that: “ Oh, no, we never tell your 
employer. This data is confidential. It never goes out of 
our files.” 


When she finished, the nurse directed me to the examin­ 
ing physician, a rotund, elderly man who sat in the 
straight-back chair and read a religious pamphlet. I was 
told later he was retired, “ but entirely competent, you can 
be sure of that.” 


The doctor took my temperature, pulse and blood pres­ 
sure. He didn’t leave the thermometer in long enough, but 
he read it 98.6 (it wasn’t). He lingered at my pulse for the 
shortest of time and read it 90 (it never has been that 
high.) I know he pumped my pressure correctly because 
I could see it myself. But he failed to hear my heart 
imperfection, which has often prevented my donating 
blood before. 


Then he got to the medical historv card, which listed 33 
taboo ailments. He asked me about four of them. I shook 
my head "no. 
And he dittoed all the rest negative. 
“ Ever had m alaria?” 
“ I ’ve been to Vietnam.” 
“ Get malaria there?” 
“ I don’t think so.” 
“ O.K. Terrible war, isn’t it?” 


The doc marked me “ approved" and I was laid supine 
on a cot where a technician asked me which arm I wanted 
to use. I said the left. He said fine. And to my surprise 


he neglected even to raise my right sleeve to inspect for 
any needle marks. 
It was routine after that. My type “ O” was drawn into 
a hidden pouch with the help of my pumping hand. Profes­ 
sionally. Cleanly. Without a hitch. 
I looked around then at the other clientele. To be sure, 
they weren’t Park Avenue executives: an artist who paints 
nothing but milk bottles, in for his sixth ‘or is it seventh?” 
time; an obvious wino, still healthy enough, but overacting 
a straight and narrow performance; a plump young woman 
who said she “ popped a few pills” in her time but “ God, I 
never been on the needle, honest.” Yet still, there wasn’t 
the assortment of wobblies and wounded I expected to see. 
Howr many had hepatitis nobody could say. Especially 
not that rotund doctor who has a peculiar way of counting 
pulse. Some critics maintain that federal studies have indi­ 
cated as much as 51 per cent of commercial bank blood 
is bad. 
But even if such blood does have higher hepatitis danger 
it’s all but impossible to close down the source. Nearly 65 
per cent of all U. S. blood transfusions come from com­ 
mercial houses and. as one NIH official says: “ Despite 
risks, we have to have this commercial blood source or 
lace a catastrophe.” 
So the technician withdrew the needle from my arm 
swabbed the puncture mark, pasted on a flesh-colored 
Bandaid and pulled the $6 payment out of his pocket. 
As I staited to go the doctor was still reading his 
religious tract, the nurse was stabbing somebody else in 
the fingei and a man with crippled feet was waiting his 
turn. I felt a little sad. dropped my $6 on the floor and left.

Writers, Like Pitchers, Keep Books 


(Last of Three Parts.) 


By MARTY RALBOVSKY 


NEW YORK—(NEA)— As baseball pitch­ 
ers accumulate a book listing the foibles 
of hitters they must face, sportswriters 
for years have kept mental books on the 
athletes they must interview. 
Bob Gibson, for example, may have Wil­ 
lie McCovey listed as a pigeon for any­ 
thing inside and low, but there are writers 
who have Willie McCovey catalogued in 
their minds as the last person in San F ran ­ 
cisco to ask about Alvin Dark’s relation­ 
ship with Orlando Cepeda. McCovey, clear­ 
ly, is not much on inside deliveries. 
But take Frank Robinson. Mel Stottle- 
myre, for example, may have him down 
as a frequent biter of outside curves, but 
there are writers who will tell you Frank 
Robinson is best dealt with straight down 
the middle. If you ask him, point-blank 
if he would like to become baseball’s first 
black manager, he will tell you, point- 
blank, that yes, he would like that very 
much. 
Since athletes have been known to let 
their feelings become public about sports- 
writers—especially this baseball season 
perhaps the time has finally arrived to 
reverse the procedure. Following are some 
excerpts culled from a variety of sports­ 
writers’ books on the names one always 
reads about in the back sections of news­ 
papers: 
Joe Namath 
“ Must catch him quickly 
after a game because he likes to hide out 
in training rooms. He is friendly with most 
New York writers, but suspicious of out-of- 
towners. Likes to answer direct questions 
flippantly, and flippant questions directly. 
Will challenge questions and try to intimi­ 


date. Don’t question him in East Side bars 
in the wee hours of the morning. Has been 
known to bang sportswriters’ heads against 
juke boxes.” 
C a r l Yastrzemski — “Accommodating, 
but not revealing. Adept at meeting de­ 
tailed questions with three-word answers.” 
Lew Alcindor — “ S t i l l learning. High 
school and college shielding from the press 
hasn’t helped him. Has sensitive tenden­ 
cies and becomes irritated with questions 
he considers silly. Has good potential.” 
Denny McLain—“ A fun interview, but 
he has a credibility gap. He is a notorious 
storyteller but, for a rainy-day piece, he 
is a good bet.” 
Richie Allen — “ Reputation preceding 
him not entirely accurate. Not as surly 
and unco operative as he has been painted. 
Talk about his horses first, then he opens 
up.” 
Joe Frazier—“Tries hard to be original, 
but usually falls short. He is patient and 
receptive, but still no match for Clay.” 
Willis Reed — “Talks freely, but says 
nothing controversial. Spends considerable 
time with press after games and is popular 
with writers. Talks too much about basket­ 
ball and the Knicks; not enough about 
himself.” 
Arnold Palm er—“Not as colorful with 
the press as he is with a 3-iron, but rarely 
ducks an interview'. He answers questions 
honestly and freely, but w'ith little of the 
flamboyance he displays when he is three 
strokes down going into the last nine.” 
Jack Nlcklaus—“ Bland on the surface, 
but he will surprise you. Quite articulate, 
and witty in his own way. Add his high- 
pitched and squeaky voice to it, and you’ve 
got an unusual interview .” 


Woody Hayes—“Terrible copy, terrible 
temperament. Treats writers like his frosh 
manager. Plays favorites—he likes a few 
writers from. Columbus, and that’s it.” 
A1 Davis—“ Talk to him and you wonder 
who is interviewing whom? Elusive, but 
likable nevertheless. Never fails to ask 
how the weather is back East, and how’s 
the family?” 
Bowie Kuhn — “ Talks in the legal ab­ 
stract. Expert at avoiding the point with­ 
out ruffling feathers.” 
O. J. Simpson—“Honest, candid and re ­ 
vealing. F ar ahead of others at his stage 
in dealing with the press. Unfortunately, 
so far he interviews better than he finds 
holes in opposing lines.” 
There are. too. some who fall into 
special categories and the books on them 
require two mental pages—one for the 
image, and one for the real person. They 
include: 
Ernie Banks—“He lulls you to sleep with 
all this talk of beautiful sunny afternoons 
in Wrigley Field, and isn’t this a perfect 
day for baseball? But he has kept the seri­ 
ous side of himself submerged better than 
anybody in the gam e.” 
Yogi Berra — “ He’s not the p l a y f u l 
gnome most people think he is, reading 
comic books and munching chocolate bars 
before a game. Although he’s not in the 
limelight with the Mets, his role is not 
that of a court jester. He can be quite 
shrewd, Joe Garagiola notwithstanding.” 
Casey Stengel—“ Stand there and listen 
to him. and nod your head every so often. 
Then go ahead and write whatever you 
want.”

Staub has become 
a Canadian idol 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—With the exception, perhaps, of 
Pierre Trudeau. Bobby Orr and the leader of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, no man in Canada has a legion 
of devoted followers comparable to that of New Orleans’ 
own Daniel Joseph (Rusty) Staub. 
He didn’t set foot on Canadian soil until he was 25, but in 
a baseball season-and-a-half, Staub has bridged his share 
of cultural, generation and 
language gaps with a light­ 
weight Louisville Slugger 
and a book on elementary 
French. 
Known to Canadians as 
Le Grand Orange (he’s a 
freckle-faced r e d h e a d ) . 
Rusty Staub b e c a m e a 
Montreal Expo in January 
of 1969 under a bizarre set 
of circumstances now long 
forgotten. Upon his arrival, 
he was taken in immediate­ 
ly by what French-speaking 
Canadiens call elan, and 
what Americans call enthu­ 
siasm. 
"The t h i n g that 
im­ 
pressed me about Canadian 
fans, right off the bat. was 
their allegiance," S t a u b 
said. “ No m atter if you win 
or lose, or hit a home run 
or strike out, they’re be­ 
hind you, anyway. They may not be the most knowledge­ 
able fans yet, from a technical standpoint, but they're 
knowledgeable insofar as the Expos are concerned. 
“They know this is an expansion team and they know it’s 
going to take time to build a winner. But they don’t care. 
It’s a genuine feeling, not like the feeling in New York 
when the Mets were starting out. They don’t laugh at us 
or think we’re a joke, like Met fans did for. Nvhat. eight 
years. It’s a uniquely Canadian feeling, and I don’t think 
what’s happening in Montreal can be compared to what’s 
happening in any other expansion city.” 
The Canadianization of Staub actually began before he 
ever tugged a blue, red and white Expo cap over his 
autumn foliage. Before the Expos began their very first 
season, Staub enrolled in a speech school in Montreal to 
learn French. 
“ I didn’t want to be ignorant," he said. “ I knew going to 
Montreal was going to be different from going to any other 
major league city. I felt it was up to me to communicate 
with the fans, especially the younger on^s. and I knew I 
had to learn their language. Actually, I took 25 or 30 lessons 
in the school and it was fun, not work. 
“ I can speak French fluently now, but I ca- ’t read it too 
well. We have a lot of French language newspapers follow­ 
ing us—in fact, they give us more space than the English 
language papers—but I can’t read them yet. I have a lot 
of bilingual friends who do the reading for me, then they 
tell me what the papers said." 
Although he is leading the Expos again in almost all 
batting departments, there are times when Le Grand 
Orange is tinted blue. He is not entirely satisfied with his 
offensive performance so far this season and he sits in 
dugouts before games, hatless, a white towel draped 
around his neck, wallowing in self-criticism 
"I don’t think I’m doing the job I should be doing." he 
will tell you. "Not yet, anyway. I’m not happy with my 
average (.290s) or the number of home runs (mid-teens) 
I’ve hit. I know I can do more, but I can’t put my finger 
on the problem. It has affected my disposition, yes, espe­ 
cially in batting practice when I’m trying things.” 
(There are pitchers in the National League who say Mon 
treal’s home field, Jarry Park, has changed Staub’s hitting 
habits. As a Houston Astro, he would hit to all fields. But, 
with a short right field wall in Montreal, he has become 
primarily a pullhitter and is aiming, subconsciously or not, 
for home runs). 
"Unless I straighten things out,” Staub said, walking out 
towards the batting cage, " I ’m not going to be a very 
happv guy. I feel I’m letting down an awful lot of good 
fans.”

A few m onths ago 
I offered to 
send out a report by a Canadian
